We have received good word 
from nearly all the Railroad 
and Passenger bureaus and 
associations about reduced 
rates to Cleveland for the As- 
sembly. If you are coming from 
any point in the United States 
call for a_ certificate besides 
your ticket. Do not let. the 
agent give you the wrong kind 
of a certificate this year like 
some of the agents did our peo- 
ple last year. The Certificate 
must show that it is for the 
Assembly at Cleveland, Tenn., 
and this must be separate and 
apart from the ticket. If you 
start from some small out of 
way station where the agent 
has not been supplied with the 
certificates buy your ticket to 
the first large town and there 
buy another ticket and have 
the agent give you a certificate 
besides. Or if you live in or near 
a small town it might be : well 
for you to see the agent a week 
before you want to start and 
if he does not have the certifi- 
cates on hand he can have 
time to order them. 


Tickets may be purchased 
three days before the first day 
of the meeting and on up to 
Nov. 4 or 5. The holder of a cer- 
tificate may purchase return 
ticket at Cleveland from Nov. 7 
to 11, after the certificates are 
endorsed by the Assembly sec- 
retary, E. J. Boehmer. You pay 
full fare one way to Cleveland, 
and only half fare for return 
trip. : 

The Assembly will not be a 
dress parade.

_than not be represented at all 
“it will pay for the church to 
select one and help pay his 
way if he'is not able to bear 
his own expenses. Then when 
he gets back home he_ should 
tell them all about it in a meet- 
ing either called for the pur- 
pose or in one of the’ regular 
services. Everything should be 
done that is possible to ‘bless 
the loved ones at home whe 
cannot come. 

We always want the next 
Assembly to be the best of all, 


-in autos or any other way we 


many as three thousand one 
hundred and twenty present 
that have been baptized with 
the Holy Ghost and fire. This 
of itself will be great. And how 
much this reads like Pentecost 
when Peter preached that mem- 
orable sermon toward the 
close of which he said, “Repent 
and be baptized every one of 
you in the name of Jesus Christ 
for the remission of sins, and 
ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost.” 


It is not our purpose to 
charge an admission fee, but 
for years we have practiced 
bringing a special offering when 
coming to the Assembly, and 
it would hardly seem _ right 
to pass this over this year with- 
out giving it the usual attention. 
And this year we have decided 
upon a special offering of TWO 
DOLLARS to go to help the 
Evangel in its struggle for life. 
While our last drive helped us 
wonderfully, and put us far 
enough up so that we can 
breathe some, easier, yet we 
are not over the top, and we do 
not feel the two dollar offering 
can be put to better use than 
to help the Evarigel climb the 
hill which has been so steep at 
times that it seemed almost im- 
possible to go any further. Here 
is the plan: 


Every one that attends the 
Assembly is expected to regis- 
ter. We want this done without 
fail. We want every one to 
come direct to the Evangel Of- 
fice from the train, or if coming 


want them all to come to the 
Evangel office first and register 
and get assigned, to their sleep- 
ing quarters. And while the 
clerk is writing your name and 
address is the time to lay down 
the two dollars so it can be 
noted on the book opposite your 
name. And I’m sure every one 
will be more than glad to bring 
this offering to headquarte-s 
as a gift to the Evangel. 

I do not want any body tv 
feel compelled to give the two 
dollars, but I want them to feel 
glad to do it. | want them, how- 
ever, to feel that they must 
come to the Evangel office to 
register. I do not want this 
overlooked at all. Every body 
must register! This is very im- 
portant. Remember we = are 
making history, and by you 
having your name _ registered 
will give you a place in the his- 
tory. I'm sure every body will 
want to visit the home of the 
Evangel and see the big ma- 
chinery and look through’ the 
building. 

The Evangel will not be pub- 
lished Assembly week, and the 
machinery may not be running. 
but it is expected to start up 
in full force the last day of the 
Assembly, and I hope all can 
remain over and see it run in 
good fashion on Wednesday 
after the Assembly closes -on 
Tuesday. Ail the ministers are 





and this time is not an _ ex- 
ception to the rule. We want 
this to be the best, and we are 
doing everything in our power 
to make it so. The very best 
speakers will be on the program, 
and we expect to have two 
brass bands, two pianos, and 
other instruments and two 
thousand singers. We expect as 


expected to stay over and we 
want as many more as possible 
to remain. Don’t be in a hurry 
‘to leave this year, stay over and 
see the big printing plant run 
in full force. If you come on the 
reduced rates certificate you 
can stay three days after the 
Assembly closes. If you come in 


want every body to remain and 
see the very last end this year. 
You come only oncea _ year, 
then why not see everything 
while you are here? 

Last year we provided a nur- 
sery for the babies in the cot-, 
tage just across the street from 
the Auditorium, but this year 
this cottage is filled up with 
children already, and no bahies 
can be kept there, but we have 
a nice large room fitted up 
for a nursery in the basement 
of the Auditorium where moth- 
ers can leave their babies while 
they attend the Assembly. I 
hope all mothers will remember 
that babies are not expected 
to be in the audience room of 
the Auditorium at all during 
the services, And while I am 
on this subject I had better 
state that the Assembly is no 
place for children and we can- 
not provide for them, so they 
should all be left -at home un- 
less the parents expect to make 
their own arrangements to take 
care for them of nights. We can 
secure homes for grown people 
only. The Cleveland people are 
very hospitable and kind and 
taking a great interest in open- 
ing up their homes for grown 
people, but they would feel very 
‘much embarrassed to be asked 
to keep children old enough to 
play and run about the house. 
And we cannot afford to ask 
them to do it. 


I guess I had just as well 
finish up telling the kind of 
people we don’t want. Our peo- 
ple do not use tobacco in any 
form, and it would be very em- 
barrassing to us as well as a 
reproach on the Church for us 
to provide homes—the very 
best in the city perhaps—and 
then to learn afterwards that 
some body came claiming to be 
our people and smoked, and 
chewed and spit tobacco juice 
in the home where they slept. 
If any should come who hon- 
estly want deliverance from the 
sinful practice we will be will- 
ing to pray for their salvation 
and help them all we can, but 
such people would surely have 
enough respect for the Church 
and the people that furnish 
them a home, to afstain from 
its use while in the home. 


We do not want. any to at- 
tend who are against this way. 
This is the Assembly of the 
Church of God, and not a place 
for opposers and grumblers. We 
are willing for honest people to 
come to investigate and be with 
us in the meetings and to get 
‘acquainted with our ways in 
serving the Lord, but to come 
on purpose to oppose or to 
flirt with the women or the men, 
will not be tolerated any longer 
than they are discovered and 
definitely located. We have sent 
people away from our Assem- 
blies in the past and we always 
claim the right to expel any 
one whom we deem a trouble 
maker. We will have a corps of 
secret service men to catch up 
with all such as these we have 
mentioned. Everything must go 
on good and pleasant and order- 
ly inside the Auditorium and 
outside as well. The same will 
be required at all the lunch 
stands and restaurants. 


In the assempdcsy there is no 
“wire pulling,” no _ electioneer- 
ing, no clamoring for position. 
no lobbying for advantage, no 
selfinterest displayed, but love 
and fidelity take the day. The 
man that selects and brings a 
crowd to try to force some 
measure through will be de- 
feated in his purpose. God and 
the Bible settles everything and 
this puts everything else to 
silence. Subjects that are open 
for discussion will only be dis- 
cussed with a view to learning 
the Bible way ana not for any 
advantage or personal or sec- 
tional interest. We are all one.

I have stated before that 
there will be no sales of books

We have indulged a few people 
in singing songs and then sell- 
ing the ballads, or selling song 
books, and taking up collections 
for one purpose and another, 
but the brethren m charge have 
given orders to cut all of this 
out this year. No collections 
will be taken except for the 
general interests—-expenses of 
the Assembly, Orphanage work, 
Auditorium debt, Evangel and 
such like. 

Song books, Bibles, Testa- | 
ments, and various other books 
handled by the Church of God 
publishing house will be. on 
sale at the book stand in the 
basement. Subscriptions and re- 
newals for the Evangel will also 
be received at-the bookstand. 
This does not exclude you from 
making purchases at the Evan- 
gel Office of anything we have. 
We will give you the very best 
attention at either place and 
we want you to look through 
our stock and surely you will 
find something to take home 
with you. 

This year we wil not deliver 
the letters and other mail in 
the face of the meeting, but we 
will have a Post Office in the 
basement where all can get 
their mail. Instruct your friends 
to put the word ASSEMBLY on 
your letters as part of the ad- 
dress, and it will be delivered to 
you at the Post Ofiice window 
when you call for It. Packages 
that come by Parcel Post, 
should be addressed in the 
same way. 


In the basement will also ‘be 
provided a check room where 
1ats, overcoats, hand satchels, 
suitcases, trunks aud other 
parcels or packages can be 
checked. A very small charge 
will be made—five, ten and nf- 
teen cents—to help pay the ex- 
penses. This is to prevent the 
exchanging of hats, overcoats, 
etc. if people want to take ad- 
vantage of it. A number of hats 
and overcoats have been lost 
every year, and if five cents will 
save a hat or overcoat or hand 
grip, and ten cents a_ suitcase, 
and fifteen or twenty-five cents 
a trunk, it will surely be worth 
something to the owner. 

Rest rooms for both men 
and women, and drinking wa- 
ter will be provided in the base- 
ment. The basement can be 
reached from the two front en- 
trances by going down one 
flight of stairs; it can also be 
reached in the same manner 
from the rear vestibules, and 
also from the outside at the rear 
of the building. 

This year thé great Audito- 
rium will be dedicated. The 
time for this dedication service 
is set for Wednesday evening, 
just the night before the Asse1a- 
bly opens on Thursday. By hav- 
ing this service at this time will 
prevent taking any of the pre- 
cious time belonging to the As- 
sembly, and besides this, it will 
make us feel better for the As- 
sembly to have the _ building 
and premises formally given 
over to God for His acceptance 
at the very beginning. A simple 
program will be prepared, and 
I’m sure all the comers will 
want to get here in time for 
this first great service. 

We used to instruct the peo- 
ple to stay away until the day 
before the opening of the As- 
sembly, but now it would be too 
much for all to pour in on Wed- 
nesday—it would create a 
blockade for fifteen hundred or 
two thousand to come in in one 
lay, so we will expect many to 
arrive on Monday and Tuesday, 
or come on Saturday before if 
it is convenient, but we would

“ And we-know that all things work 
together for good to them that love 
God, to them who are the called ac 
cording to his purpose.” Rom. 8:28. 

We have sheltered under this pas- 
sage of God’s Word many times when 
all appeared to go (we thought) 
against us. Doubtless this very verse 
has been the means of saving thov 
sands from failing and falling down 
to rise no more. Let me say again it 
has saved many and today is the life 
preserver of thousands. This being 
true however, it seems hard at times 
for us to realize the truthfulness of 
the fact. but when the storm is over 
and all is ca!m, it is then we can see 
it was best for it to be so and God’s 
appointments most always surpass 
the hur.an standpoint of view. We so 
often view things in a way to favor 
our own present interest which, in 
many instences, would. be of only a 
short duration while God looks far be- 
yond at the lasting good and better- 
ment that He alone can see and we 
czn a ways rest assured that while we 
love Hiri with a sincere heart all will 
work for our spiritual good. 


We notice the word appointment as 
meaning — the assigning to an office 
or trust; the position or office 
assigned or held etc. This indeed is 
far reaching in significance to the 
ministry. A-better meaning of our 
subject would be, God’s assigning to 
an office or trust far surpasses the hu- 
man stendpoint of view. How true 
this is. God has placed men in office 
when man woud have said no. 


Joseph and his way up to ruler of 
Ezypt is a striking type of God’s way 
of assigning to office or trust. We 
will notice a few experiences he un: 
derwent before he was made ruler 
in Egypt. The father of Joseph loved 
him r ore than he did his trothers, 
therefore, they hated him. This is re- 
corded in Gen. 37:3-5. “Now Israel 
loved Joseph more than all his chil- 
dren, becouse he was the son of his 
old age: and he made him a coat of 
many co’ours. And when his brethren 
saw thet their father loved him r.ore 
than all his brethren, they hated him, 
and could not speak peaveably unto 
him. And Joseph dreamed a dream, 
and he told it his brethren: and they 
haied him yet the more.” 

Joseph at this time was only about 
seventeen years of age. The jealousy 
of his brethren waxed harder against 
him until the result was they so!d 
him captive to the Ishmaelites. Be- 
fore he wes so'd his brethren sought 
to kill him. One, however, plead his 
case and they sold him and he was 
earried into Fevpt. When he served 
Potiphar as slave, he resisted the 
temptetion offered by Potiphar’s wife 
and lived true; interpreted the 
dreams of Pharach’s’ servants, al- 
so Pheraoh’s dream predictin< 
gained favor and wes 
made ruler... “And Pharaoh said 
unto Joseph, Forasmuch as God 
hath shewed thee all this, there 
is none so discreet and wise as thou 
art: Thou shalt be over mine hous”, 
and according unte thy word shall all 
my peop'e be ruled: only in the 
throne wil I be greater than thou.” 
There he wes ruler over the country 
but he was once sold as a_ slave. 
Doubtless he, while mistreated by his 
brethren, looked upon his experience 
as that of an offcast, but God sew be- 
yend that. This has been the case 
with meny of God’s humble servants 
whor) He hes caled to carry. the 
sweet story of the cross and it is no- 
ticeable that His callings, appoint- 
ments end promotions most aiways 
come in this way. 

While God cells and assigns His 
servrnts to certein offices we truth- 
fu'ly believe He assigns certain fie'ds 
of labor as well, and this, in r any in- 
steanfes, surpesses the humen stand- 
cint of view. It is natural for the 
preacher to consult his destres and 
preferences es to the field in which 
he spends his tire laboring for the 
Lord and this may be wel' enough if 
we cen get the mind of God on our 
views. 

There is another Bible character 
that bears our notice, this is faithfu' 
Abraham who accepted the fied of- 
fered him end was blessed while Lot 
ehnose his course and failed. Gen.13: 
7-15. 


We are more ful'y convinced that 
the servants of God, yes, Church cf 
God preachers, should make the sub- 
fect of their fie’'d of labour en obiect 
of much prayer, of course we should 
look forward. Paul did this but was 
not permitted te go to the field he de- 
sired. Severa! times this has been 
the exnerieace even in these days. 

I will relate a little of the experi- 
ence of a young minister in the 
Church of God. Shortly efter entering 
the ministry, he assayed to do mission 
work in a little city feeing his in- 
ability to take werk of greater re- 
sponsibi'ity. However, he wes asked 
by proper authorities to accept a 
district of about five or six churches 
which he did and God blessed his ef- 
forts. Tle was made to believe that 
God appointed hirr there. In _ this 
ease God’s appointment far surpassed 
his views on the quest‘on. He re- 
mained on this charge one yerr and 
assayed to go.to another. On advice 
from the same proper authorities to 


remain he did so though egainst his! 


wishes, but he looks tpon the proper 
authorities (overseers) as men of 


God, therefore, their advice shou'd | 


not be passed by- lightly. He rer-ained
